JUDGE QUITS BED, 
SAVES A SWIFT 
A NIGHT IN JAIL 


And Wilmette Sought 
to Rent Hoosegow. 


William E. Swift, son of Louis F. 
Swift, president of Swift & Co., discov- 
ered yesterday that the village lockup 
at Wilmette possesses neither cushions 
nor easy chairs. 

There has been such a paucity of 
prisoners of late that the mayor re- 
cently advertised the jail for rent for 
residential purposes. All the luxuries 
‘that grace the ordinary cell, such as 
the straw mattress and the pad of 
newspapers on the chair seat, had 
been discarded. 

Of all this Mr. Swift became aware 
when he was made an inmate early 
yesterday morning, and he protested 
so urgently that he got Justice of 
the Peace D. M. Mickey out of bed to 
hear the complaint Wilmette’ 
inhospitality. 

Three Autos in Collision. 

The justice, sleepy-eyed, journeyed 
to the jail. The policeman explained 
he had arrested Swift on the county 
road, west of the village, when he came 
‘upon three automobiles which had fig- 
ured in a sort of a triangular collision. 

‘The occupants of the other machines 
blamed the accident on Swift. The 
charge was driving an automobile 
while intoxicated. 

Mr. Swift argued he could see no 
good reason for spending the remainder 
of the night in such quarters. He 
said he was well enough known on the 
north shore. 

Justice Mickey allowed him to go 
on his promise to appear later in the 
morning. 

He did not appear, but an attorney 
represented him. The lawyer re- 
quested a continuance until Sept. 1 
which was granted.

18, despite stubborn resistance by the 
Russians, who wanted to protect their 
right wing’s southern flank as it re- 
treated from the Danzig corridor. Then 
Gen. Sikorski started three columns 
northward toward Miawa, Grodusk, 


of seizing the Mlawa-Przasnysza high- 
way along which the Red columns 
were retiring; secondly, advancing to 
the East Prussian southern border, 
thus cutting off the bolshevik fourth 
army. 

On the 20th and 21st these columns, 
with the assistance of a most success- 


succeeded in attaining the highway 
and establishing themselves. 
Whips Trotzky’s Pet Division. 

The 36th Polish infantry particularly 
distinguished itself, badly beating the 
133d Red infantry division called 
“ Trotzky’s eye.” One bolshevik wagon 
train was captured; it extended five 
miles in a continuous column. 
| On the 18th the infantry alone in one 
day captured 5,000 prisoners, fifteen 
field guns, 100 machine guns, and 
3,000 wagons. — 

On the afternoon of the 224 the 53d 
Red infantry and a considerable cav- 
alry force, attempting to escape, broke 
through from the west southeastward 
from Miawa, overrunning one battalion 
of the Polish 49th. Finally eight offi- 
cers and 129 men surrendered. 
According to wounded Polish wit- 
nesses, after disarming the prisoners 
the bolsheviki executed them. Per- 
sonally I saw the bodies of eight offi- 
cers and of a considerable number of 
men.
